Slower Than F-86 


TOKYO (/ P 
>—The Far East Air 
Forces said today test flights of 
the Russian-built MIG15 jet fight­ 
er p lane flown to South Korea b> 
a deserting North Korean 
p i l ot 
showed it slower than the Ameri­ 
can F86 Sabre that outfought it 
throughout the Korean fighting. 
Gen. O. P. Wey land, FEAF com­ 
mander, said extensive tests of the 
MIG on Ok inawa by American test 
p ilots furnished the Air Force with 
“a great deal of valuable infor­ 
mation” which will “enable our p i­ 
lots to devise tactics to better ex 
p loit the F86 against the MIG if 
they ever have to fight again.” 
The MIG was tested in around- 
the-field flights and simulated bat­ 
tle with Sabres by test p ilots. One 


j p ilot called the MIG a “light air­ 
p lane with a big engine.” 
The p ilots said it lack ed auto­ 
matic equip ment and controls. As 
a result they said, the p ilot was 
k ep t busy with the airp lane and 
his attention was diverted from 
alert fly ing.

Shaking small ru gs by snapping 
them tends to break the threads 
and shou ld be avoided.

Be-* 
cau se of the labor involved and the 
difficu lty of complete rinsing, it is 
u su allv be<d to cpnrj larie. g*?od 
ru gs to experienced commercial 
cleaners. Certain carpets, becau se 
of their constru ction, cannot be 
safley cleaned except by profes­ 
sionals. These inclu de ru gs of cu t- 
pile with hard-twist yarns.

It does not remove deeply 
embedded dirt. The su ccess of the 
method depends u pon the u se o i 
as little water as possible and the 
complete removal of the lather to 
which dirt has adhered. 
SAVE LESPEDEZA SEED 
The need for lespedeza seed is 
mu ch higher and the su pply mu ch 


lower this year than in any recent 
season. Produ ction in Missou ri as 
well as most of the seed produ c­ 
ing states is far below normal as 
a resu lt of the drou th, states cou nty 
agent. Tom B. Strou p. 
The demand for lespedeza seed 
this winter and next spring will 
no dou bt be great. Most farm ers 
seeding small granins for pastu re 
will seed lespedeza along with the 
small grains. In addition, many les­ 
pedeza fields will have to be re­ 
seeded becau se of the short seed 
crop. 
Hence, if you have any lespedeza 
at all. check to see if it will make 
a seed crop. And since the price 
will be high, it won’t take mu ch of 
a crop to pay for harvesting the 
I seed. In fact, a light crop this year 
will probably retu rn more than a 
heavy seed crop in most years. 
| 
Combines will harvest shorter 
lespedeza than most think possible 
i if the field is smooth. There’s also 
i the possibility of mowing and wind- 
rowing the lespedeza before com­ 
bining. And some farm ers have 
fou nd sleds or strippers very effec­ 
tive in harvesting lespedeza seed 
Bu t no m atter how you harvest 
you r lespedeza. the imporant thing 
is to get it harvested if it will 
make any seed at all. 
SELECTING BOARS 
The boar is half the swine herd 
and exerts a lot of influ ence cn 
each litter of pigs he sires. And 
as any hog produ cer knows, there 
is a lot of difference between boars. 
Progeny tests at the University 
of Missou ri bear this ou t. In one 
I series of tests, pigs from one boar 
reached 200 pou nds at 134 days 
while pigs from another boar re­ 
qu ired 155 days or three weeks 
longer. In addition, pigs from the 
best boar made 100 pou nds gain 
on SI.34 less feed than pigs from 
poorer boars and there was as 
mu ch as $2.60 per hu ndred weight 
difference in carcass qu ality. On 
a dollar and cents basis, some of 
the boars in the test sired pigs 
worth $3,90 more at market weight 
than did others. 
How can you be su re you ’re se­ 
lecting a goed boor.’ One way, 
and perhaps the most common, is 
on the basis of appearance.

RUG CARE 
Most every hom em aker is inter­ 
ested in keeping her rugs and c a r­ 
pets attractiv e and protecting them 
from undue wear. However, the 
care given rugs som etim es short­

: life. 
Uneven floors, broken 
casters, 
heavy furniture used without cast­ 
ers and electrical cords run under 
rugs and carpets all are d am ag ­ 
ing. But the m ost d am age usually 
results from excessive dirt accum u­ 
lating 
in 
the pile of the rugs. 
Hence, reg u lar cleaning is essen­ 
tial in preserving rugs and carpets. 
Dirt found in rugs and carpets 


j m ay be roughly classified as sur- 
: face litter, particles of grit, and 
the greasy coating of dust which 
i clings to the fibers. This grease 
i will tend to hold other soil. 
| 
Surface litter can bo removed 
fairly easy with a broom, a carpet 
sw eeper or a vacuum cleaner. P a r ­ 
ticles of sand and grit are more 
difficult to remove, since they tend 
to collect between individual tuffs 
1 and rows of tufts in the rug. And 
if allowed to rem ain, they tend 
( to cut the fibers.

cleaners. Certain carpets, because 
of their construction,

that does not use w ater since wat- 
er tends to rem ove sem e of the 
twist and leaves a rough surface.

One way,

for a boar with good bone, straight 
legs, plenty of size for age, trim an 
free of excess fat. free from in­ 
herited defects, and well developed 
in the h am and loin. 
However, appearance alone can 
be deceiving since it doesn’t al­ 
w ays tell how the b o a r’s offspring 
will perform . So you need to check 
j the perform ance of the boar's dam . 
sire and litterm ates. The b o a r’s 
d am should be one that consistent- 
j lv produces large litters as this 
indicates prolificy and good m ilk­ 
ing ability.
